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On show outside the Victorious Fatherland Liberation War 
Museum built on the bank of the Pothong River in Pyongyang, 
the Democratic People's Republic of Korea, is the US armed spy 
ship Puebh .

Wonsan in Korea on January' 23, Jttche 57 (I96S), the Pueblo is 
an evidence of the US imperialists’ espionage acts. 

At the time when their spy ship was captured by the KPA 
Navy while committing acts of espionage, the US imperialists 
dispatched their huge troops of the army, navy and air Forces 
around the Korean peninsula, clamouring about “military 
retaliation” like “bombing on Wonsan” and “ready for war."
